- Mr. Erik Marzolf (France): missile technology; 

- Mr. Duk Ho Moon (Republic of Korea): proliferation of weapons of mass 

destruction; 

- Mr. Alexander Vilnin (Russian Federation): customs; 

- Mr. Xiaodong Xue (China): export control, nuclear materials; 

- Mr. Takehiko Yamamoto (Japan): nuclear questions. 

I have appointed Mr. John Everard Coordinator of the Panel of Experts. 

I should be grateful if you would bring this information to the attention of the 
members of the Security Council.
